The secretary was instructed to in- 
quire into the price of a small tractor, 
together with blade, mower, snowplow 
running gear and shovel or fresno, to 
be used in the general work around 
the town. It was felt that the above 
equipment would cover a great deal of 
the work found necessary by the town 
and while estimates are being looked 
for, it may be decided that some or 
much of it is quite unnecessary de- 
pending on prices. It was felt in talk- 
ing of the matter, that such an outfit, 
or parts of it only, would at least be 
available the year around, instead of 
only during the summer as in the case 
with the team. 

In response to a complaint with re- 
gard to horses having been allowed to 
run loose in the town limits, action 
will be taken to eliminate this nuis- 
ance in the near future. 

An offer having ben received to sell 
the old water tower on the former 
Supply Farm to the Town for the pro- 
posed water system, the matter was 
discussed and turned down, It was 
felt that the tank was not suitable, as 
it is not large enough. and since also, 
it has given nearly all of its expected 
use. 

A reply was received from the C.P.R 
at Calgary saying that the matter of 
lighting at the station would be look- 
ed into. 


Cemetery Improvement 


A letter was received from Berry- 
vale W. I. suggesting that more atten- 


tion was keep up the 
Strathmore cemetery, and that should 
the Town be interested in providing a 
permanent caretaker, they would be 
sufficiently interested to provide a 
donation towards the expense, They 
also suggested that other organiza- 
tions might take the same attitude 
and responsibility.
